Bill of Alberta 
Holds Supreme

Cannon as Interference with Free- 
dom of tbe Press Bapped in Ottawa 
decision.

CONJECTURE is rife 
throughout the Dominion to- 
day on the question of Disallow- 
ance of the Quebec Padlock 
Legislation by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Over the week-end 
the Social Credit and Press 
Control Bills of the Legislature 
of Alberta were the subject of a 
Supreme Court decision. It was de- 
clared that all the bjlls submitted 
to the Supreme Court were uncon- 
stitutional and that the power of 
Federal Disallowance of Provincial 
legislation as well as the right of a 
Lieutenant-Governor of a Province 
to withhold assent to a bill was 
Constitutional. 

While the Social Credit legisla- 
tion is remote from Quebec the 
Press Control Bill is one which by 
its nature is similar to the Quebec 
Padlock. The Press Bill like the 
Padlock Law prevented newspap- 
ers from printing information con- 
sidered detrimental by the Govern- 
ment. The decision further shows 
that the Federal Government could 
quite legally disallow the Padlock 
Law. 

In order to show what a direct 
bearing this decision has on the 
local Padlock enactment we reprint 
part of the Judgment of Mr. Justice 
L. A. Cannon concerning the rights 
of the Citizens of Alberta and the 
attempt at their restriction by the 
Alberta Legislature. We" feel "thaï 
the rights of Quebec citizens are no 
less than those of our Alberta con- 
temporaries: The Padlock Law is de- 
finitely a restriction of the freedom 
of the Press inasmuch as it pro- 
vides for the confiscation of a paper 
carrying or propagating Commun- 
ism. 

CANNON'S DECISION. 

"It seems to me that the Alberta 
Legislature by this retrograde bill 
is attempting to revive the old 
theory of the crime of seditious 
libel by enacting penalties, confis- 
cation of space In newspapers and 
prohibitions for actions which, 
after due consideration by the 
Dominion Parliament, have been 
declared Innocuous and which, 
therefore, every citizen of Canada 
can do lawfully and without hind- 
rance of fear of 'punishment. 

"It is an attempt by the Legis- 
lature to amend the Criminal Code 
in this respect and to deny the ad- 
vantage of Section 133 (A) to the 
Alberta newspaper publishers. 

(Section 133 (A) exempts criti- 
cisms of Government policies from 
the section applying to seditious 
libel.) 

(It is interesting to note that 
Communism — the raison d'etre of 
the Padlock Law— was at one time 
the subject of a clause in the Crim- 
inal Code (Section 98) now abolish- 
ed. Thus it may be said that the 
Quebec Government is attempting 
to enact Criminal Legislation in the 
Padlock Law). 

PARTY NOT PERMITTED TO 
ERECT BARRIERS 

"Under the British system, which 
is ours, no political party can erect 
a prohibitory barrier to prevent the 
electors from getting information 
concerning the policy of the Gov- 
ernment. Freedom of discussion is 
essential to enlighten public opinion 
In a démocratie state; it cannot be 
curtailed without affecting the right 
of the people to be informed 
through sources independent of the 
Government concerning matters of 
public interest. 

"There must be an untrammelled 
publication of the news and politi- 
cal opinions of the political parties 
contending for ascendancy. 

"As stated in the preamble of the 
British North America Act our con- 
stitution is and will remain, unless 
radically changed, similar in prin- 
ciple to that of the United Kingdom. 
At the time of Confederation, the 
United Kingdom was a democracy. 

"Democracy cannot be maintain- 
ed without its foundation: Free 
public opinion and free discussion 
throughout the nation of all matters 
affecting the state within the limits 
set by the Criminal Code and the 
common law.

WILL THE PADLOCK UKASE 
BE NEXT? 

Premier Duplessis had better get 
a specially large made-to-order 
Padlock. A nice, big, shiny Pad- 
lock. Because it may yet be that 
he will be compelled to attach it 
to his own Padlock Ukase, which 
would be a very sad thing indeed. 
It would be like the rattlesnake 
that swallowed itself and found that 
it didn't taste so good. 

This is a conclusion which may 
reasonably be drawn from the de- 
cision of the Canadian Supreme 
Court that affects the Social Credit 
legislation of Alberta— especially in 
its nullification af the Press Gag 
Law. In declaring that Canadian in- 
stitutions undeniably derived their 
efficiency "from the free public 
discussion of affairs, from criticism 
and answer and counter-criticism; 
from attack upon policy and ad- 
ministration and defence and coun- 
ter-attack; from the freest analysis 
and examination from every point 
of view of political proposals," the 
Supreme Court clearly enunciates 
the legality of freedom of speech 
in Canada to which Quebec will 
have to lend an ear.

From this morning's report in the 
Times two very significant facts 
emerge. Firstly, the Dominion Gov' 
ernment enjoys the power to dis- 
allow any provincial, legislation that 
its High Court rules unconstitution- 
al; and secondly, any legislation 
that ^fringes upon the freedom of 
the press, and, by clear implication, 
upon freedom of speech and assem- 
bly, .is unconstitutional and may be 
disallowed by the Federal Govern- 
ment. The phrase" criticism . . . 
from every point of view" is of tre 
mendous significance. 

It is apparent, then, that some- 
body ought to tell Mr. Duplessis 
that he has perhaps been breaking 
the law in this respect and there- 
fore may not deliver any speeches 
in the McGill Union. I suggest that 
the S.P.C. invite him to address the 
McGill students in the Union, just 
to see whether the latest Students' 
Society resolution will be put into 
effect. For if it is not the height 
of illegality to place on the statute 
books an unconstitutional law, and 
then enforce it with an enthusiasm 
that is self-revealing, then Adrien 
Arcand is Stalin's first cousin and 
his swastika is merely a chance 
variation of the hammer and sickle. 
❖ ❖ * 

The Supreme Court has returned 
a truly great verdict, and has spoken 
with dignity for Civil Liberties. It 
has, in a measure, repaired the 
damage to Canada's good name 
done by irresponsible, reactionary 
provincial authorities who are 
short-sighted enough to desire to 
scuttle democracy. 

The story is by no means com- 
pletely told, however. We must now 
have a similar ruling on the Pad- 
lock Ukase. Assuming that this 
ukase is voided, we have no guar- 
antee that this matter will end

BIZARRE MEDICAL 



Professor Oertel Addresses 
Medical Graduating 
Class 



^CCURACY, sincerity of thought 
and a sense of duty should be 
.the constant aim of every practising 
physician, stated Professor Horst 
Oertel in his address on Saturday 
night, to the graduating class of the 
Faculty of Medicine. Comparing 
the present trend of medical ex 
pression to that fairy tale of Hans 
Andersen dealing with the Emper 
or's 1 Robes, Professor Oertel held 
the attention of the four hundred 
and sixty-odd doctors and under- 
graduates who had gathered for the 
fifty-sixth annual banquet of the 
Medical Undergraduate Society. 

In answer to the toast to the 
University, Sir Edward Beatty 
spoke of the sympathy which he 
feels for the medical profession and 
related how he nearly entered the 
profession himseif. Mentioning the 
benefit which he obtains in his posi- 
tion as Chancellor and the stimu 
lating arguments into which he is 
led, he emphasized that such con 
tacts aided him in solving his busi- 
ness difficulties. 

Professor Oertel, at the begin' 
ning of his speech, "The Autopsy 
Table and the Emperor's New 
Robes," reaffirmed that a know 
ledge of medicine begins and ends 
at the autopsy table. Taking his 
own career as an example he traced 
the various influences which led 
him to take up pathology as a life 
work. Direct observation, the visual 
appearance of objects, should take 
precedence over all other methods 
of investigation. 

In an endeavour to point out one 
of the flagrant faults of the present 
medical system, Professor Oertel 
told the tale of the two fakers who 
supposedly fashioned some robes for 
the Emperor which were invisible 
to all but the wise. Everyone in 
the land, from Prime Minister to 
the proletariat, admired the beauty 
and elegance of the robes, which 
in reality were non-existent. The 
medical profession, Professor Oertel 
affirmed, is approaching a state not 
far removed from this fairy tale. 
Decrying the recent trend to po- 
pularize medicine and. present op- 
erations in picture form in maga- 
zines, the speaker claimed thftt the 
doctor ought to preserve the art of 
being a scholar instead of veering 
towards charlatanism. No good can 
come of this inefficient publicity. It 
will only lead to a degeneration. of 



JN accepting nomination for the 
Presidency of the Women's

presidents, and I shall continue to 
support the policy of the Women's 
Union in attempting to establish its 
permanent headquarters in the 
Royal Victoria College. I would 
try to uphold the rights of the Wo 
men's Union on the Students' Coun- 
cil, and through it the views of the 
members of the Women's Union. 

I would also give my whole 
hearted support next fall to the 
Freshman Entertainment Commit 
tee in order to see that the incom- 
ing girls are intelligently and gra- 
ciously introduced to university life, 
I would co-operate in every pos- 
sible way with all clubs, societies, 
and organizations that come under 
the jurisdiction of the Women's 
Union.

T has been often said that an 
'• election platform is futile be- 
cause the President of the Students' 
Society is compelled to comply with 
a majority vote. Nevertheless, as 
Chairman of the Students' Council, 
the President has influence in guid- 
ing its policy and decisions, and his 
ideas, therefore, should be brought 
before the student body in his elec- 
tion platform. 
The basis of my platform is: 

(1) A Greater Co-ordination be- 
tween the Students' Council and the 
Student Body, and 

(2) A Greater Emphasis on Inter- 
Faculty Athletics. 

In conjunction with the above I 
submit the following recommenda- 
tions pertaining to the Students' 
Executive Council and the Stu- 
dents' Athletic Council: 

STUDENTS' EXECUTIVE 
COUNCEL. 
(1) Elections. 

I believe that in the future open 
elections should be held for all 
major Campus offices. This would 
eliminate to a great extent the 
undercover electioneering .practices 
maintained at the present time 
with their consequent whispering 
campaigns and clique politics. 

(2) The President, as Chairman of 
the Council, should maintain a 
completely impartial attitude to- 
ward the various groups, clubs and 
societies on the Campus. I believe 
this point cannot be too strongly 
emphasized in order that the Coun- 
cil may function in the best inter- 
ests of the whole student body. 

(3) A knowledge of Council busi- 
ness should be made available to 
the students through the "Daily." 
This I stressed at a recent Council 
meeting; the motion was passed but 
has not as yet been put into effect. 

Council business should be made 
available for two reasons: (a) in 
order that the student body be 
familiar with the functions of the 
Council (at the present time I 
doubt if 10 per cent, know anything 
about it); and (b) in order to pro- 
mote a greater interest in student 
activities. 

(4) Students' Council. 

I advocate proportional represen- 
tation on the Council according to 
the number of students in each 
faculty. By the present' arrange- 
ment each faculty has one Council 
member. I propose the following 
representation: 

Faculty. Students. Council. 

Arts and Science... 600 3 

Medicine 450 2. 

R.V.C 450 2 

Engineering 400 2 

Commerce 160 1 

Dentistry 80 1 

Law . ; 50 1 

Theology. 15 1 

(5) Freshman and Sophomore 

Interests. 
I believe very strongly in creat- 
ing opportunities for Freshmen and 
Sophomores to gain experience in 
administrative responsibility. With 
this in mind I would advocate (a) 
the continuation of the Freshman 
and Sophomore entertainment pro 
grammes, and (b) the. setting up of 
a Junior Council elected from 
Sophomore years, to handle all 
Freshman and Sophomore activi- 
ties. This latter would necessitate 
very careful development but has 
tremendous possibilities in develop- 
ing, at anrearly stage, responsibility 
in student administration. 

(6) Extension of Responsibility to 

Individuals and Groups with' 
in the Student Body. 
At a recent Council meeting it 
was felt that the members were too 
busy to undertake responsibility for 
the McGill radio broadcast I sug- 
gested that a responsible student 
Continued on Pong Four. 



OINCE this Is not an election in 
St. Henry constituency, I am not 
going to promise that, if elected, I 
shall fill up the big hole on Dor- 
chester Street, nor the Campus 
hollow, nor can I guarantee a cham- 
pionship football team next fall 
I only wish I could. 

Therefore,- I shall restrict myself 
to a simple statement of fact: — what 
will be attempted, and what may 
be achieved. In a platform of this 
kind it would be futile for a candi- 
date for the presidency of the Stu- 
dents' Society to make promises 
which by the very nature of things 
it would be impossible to fulfil. 
Consequently this platform must 
necessarily be considered merely as 
my personal ideas on certain phases 
of undergraduate life that I feel 
merit some definite attention. 

(1) First and foremost, the Em- 
ployment Bureau is one of the most 
practical facilities administered by 
the Students' Executive Council. 
This enables a large number of S 
students to secure summer jobs 
every year, and is doing an invalu- 
able service in that line. However, 
I feel that the scope of this Bureau 
could be greatly extended and that 
it might become an agency to secure 
permanent positions for the gradu- 
ating class. As such it would be a 
medium through which students 
could contact prospective employers. 

(2) I want to express myself as 
being heartily in accord with the 
present idea of establishing a Co- 
operative Bookstore at McGill. 
Such a venture has proven to be , 
successful at other Universities, and 
if feasible arrangements can be 
concluded here it should be intro- 
duced. The underlying principle is" 
to eliminate middlemen's profits and 
later to refund these to student 
members in the form of premiums 
on what they buy. 

(3) The Freshman Reception 
Program which was introduced 
two years ago and further devel- 
oped last year is a very important 
part of student activity and as such 
should be maintained. Other mem- 
bers of last fall's Freshman Re- 
ception Committee feel with me 
that certain changes could be in- 
stltuted which would make it an 
even greater success than it hitherto 
has been. I should like to see these"'*- 
introduced. ( 

(4) Finances have always been a 
matter of vital importance in stu- 
dent self-government. It has been 
found necessary in the past few 
years to readjust the financial rela- 
tions between the Council and the 
various Undergraduate Societies. 
This is a matter which will require 
final settlement next fall, as our 
present negotiations are not yet 
quite complete. 

(5) Last autumn the Council 
established a Freshman Information 
Bureau! At this central office it • 
was possible for Freshmen to obtain 
detailed information about extra 
curricular activities. I would advo- 
cate that this service be made avail- 
able to all students, and that a more 
inclusive card index system 
maintained.

As the President of the Students' 
Society is also an ex-officio member 
of the Students' Athletics Council 
and a representative to the Athletics 
Board, I would like to submit to 
you what appear to be salient points 
concerning athletic administra ion. 

(1) Financial The present 
method of financing athletics is ex- 
tremely inadequate. The whole 
burden of athletic administration is 
being borne by the Students' Society 
through the Ten Dollar fee.

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Civil Service 
Scholarships 

^URING the past few years the question 
of Federal Government Grants for 
Scholarships has come to the fore a num- 
ber of times. In fact a resolution was put 
before the House of Commons by Mr. 
Martin (Essex East) which favoured the 
idea of Federal backing for a scholarship 
plan. 

Canada has a number of National 
Research Scholarships for scientific study. 
But to date there is nothing being done by 
the Federal Government for the general 
Arts student. 

Many argue that such scholarships 
would be a waste of money — they claim 
that there is no practical value to be 
obtained from an Arts course and therefore 
they would not back any such plan. Most 
of such criticism comes from those who 
have not had the advantages of a college 
education. 

In many respects the Canadian Gov- 
ernment seems to be missing the boat. 
True we have a Civil Service Commission 
— but most of the positions under its con- 
trol are the small positions— work which 
can be done by a person without higher 
education. The main point to keep in 
mind in any question of civil service is that 
it is not the number of jobs which are re- 
gulated but the quality of the jobs which 
are regulated. For example it is all very 
well to say that three quarters of the Crown 
servants are under a Civil Service Com- 
mission—but when we realize that the 
majority of these jobs are merely in the 
outside departments— postmen or pen 
pushers in some bureau — we come to the 
conclusion that the Civil Service Commis- 
sion is doing a good job as far as it goes, 
but that it falls pitifully short of the mark. 
What good comes of having a well regu- 
lated Civil Service if those men are not 
directed capably. What we need in this 
country is a well trained and ably educated 
personnel in the executive end of the Civil 
Service. For too long this country has had 
to suffer under the political dictates of the 
Government in power. A good example 
of the way politics affect governmental ser- 
vices was seen at the end of the 
last Conservative regime when a Deputy 
Postmaster General was given his post 
over the heads of a number of willing and 
able men waiting to step into the position. 
Such malpractice makes for a poor morale 
on the part of the Civil Service. 

It would seem that a wise move for the 
Government to follow would be in the 
adoption of the plan now in force in Eng- 
land. There the top ranks of the Civil 
Service are recruited from the Universities. 
Men are attracted to the Civil Service from 
these institutions. They are assured of a 
career, they have security of tenure. They 
are well rewarded for their work. They 
have a chance for advancement and an 
adequate recognition for work well done in 
the form of honours. 

This tendency is also becoming pre- 
valent in the United States. The recent 
development of the TVA was marked by 
an influx of University trained men into 
the Government's Service. In the Scan- 



danavian Countries men are trained from 
high school age to fill important jobs— jobs 
with the government. In these countries 
the Governments get the best brains avail- 
able for their departments. 

In Canada the thought of perhaps 
becoming an important Civil Servant is 
almost immediately dropped by any self 
respecting college man about to graduate 
because the position is insecure, the pay is 
low and the chance for a fair promotion is 
small. 

Canada should snap out of its Civil 
Service lethargy and should institute some 
system for recruiting the top men in the 
Universities for its work. These men 
should be paid and should be assured of a 
secure tenure of office. 

One of the best ways of recruiting able 
men is to offer scholarships to those in- 
tending to follow up their college work by 
a career in the Civil Service. If aj plan 
to cover this idea could be worked out and 
ably and intelligently managed much could 
be done for the administration of Govern- 
ment in the Dominion.

some straight acting; he has at least shown 
that he has much more personality than any 
ordinary spook. 

The story, if any, deals with the last part 
of the short career of General Fang, Number 
One man in Northern China. He is a brigand 
who wears a uniform and all the trimmings, 
who leads his wonderful army, and assassinates 
all who oppose him. At the beginning you arc 
terrified by his face, but you are sorry to see 
the end of Karloff and the picture. 

The General, affectionately known as "The 
White Tiger," comes with his army to a 
Christian mission and takes charge of affairs 
in his function of guest. Here he comes into 
contact with two money-grasping Americans, a 
valuable oil-well, and a love affair to boot. 
The General is not involved in the love affair 
personally because, as he says, "What's one 
woman between friends?" His henchman, 
Chang, does some executing on the side, while 
the general, with his fine sense of moral right, 
"fixes" the love affair and the business trans- 
action. The picture is serio-comic, mostly 
serio. 

The added attraction is another of the 
"Lieut. McBride and Torchy Blane" series. 
Blondes at Work keeps up the quality estab- 
lished by the preceding episodes, and is perhaps 
above average. Glenda Farrell does not 
threaten to marry the Lieutenant so much and 
she gets as many scoops as ever, while her 
lover is nearly fired for giving tips which he 
didn't give. 

Charlie McCarthy almost steals the show 
with a short entitled "The All-American Draw- 
back."

Another in the recent cycle of educational 
movies depicting the early days of the west, 
Gold is Where You Find It uses Technicolor 
to show that a golden, shimmering field of 
wheat is sometimes more important than the 
soft, yellow metal. It sets in beautiful pastel 
shades the background of the California of 
1870, and describes the tensed conflict between 
farmers and hydraulic power miners. It 
achieves forceful dramatic effect by contrasting 
muddy "slickens" let loose by water pressure 
against the hills, and wheat which becomes 
submerged in the fields below. 

Though Gold is Where You Find II illus- 
trates that the process of Technicolor is now 
highly developed, it also exemplifies how color 
can sometimes subordinate story and action. 
Many times interest is attracted by vividness 
of the scenes, rather than work of the players. 
Some indoor shots in particular, seem stilted 
and artificial, when heavy settings overshadow 
the slow-moving sequences. However, the 
film gains momentum in the outdoor scenes 
which lead to a violent climax. 

Acting honours are divided among three 
stars. Claude Rains is successful as the sincere 
landowner who leads the battle against the 
wealthy mine owners, Olivia de Havilland 
makes a charming and youthful daughter, and 
George Brent is convincing as the young 
Yankee mining engineer. 

Sh! The Octopus, second feature at the 
Capitol, mixes together two bright detectives, 
Hugh Herbert and Allen Jenkins, a half-dozen 
sinister strangers, a haunted abandoned light 
house, a mysterious and vital formula for a 
world-controlling "secret ray," an octopus killer, 
several unexplainable incidents, and it finally 
develops into a crazy but entertainingly funny 
movie.

Literally Speaking

The significance of Ulysses is probably 
chiefly a pathological one. He wishes to show 
how the forcible repression of natural instincts 
produced by "civilization" causes the accumu- 
lation of a great deal of sewage in the mind. 
Unless these inhibited desires are given some 
outlet, weak-willed persons succumb to mad- 
ness, and sex crimes result. In medicine, 
psycho-analysis endeavours to relieve this con- 
dition by permitting the patient to spill out 
all these thoughts lying dormant in his mind. 
Joyce's work, therefore, certainly has a mean- 
ing; it is "moral" in the highest sense of the 
word. 

Of course, the doubtful part is that we have 
only Joyce's word for it that what he sets down 
really exists in the subconscious minds of 
people. He may reply that much of his work 
is avowedly autobiographical, but as we have 
been at pains to point out, he himself is by 
no means a normal person. He is a sentimental, 
mystic Irishman, gifted with a vivid imagina- 
tion, and the vocabulary to make any wild 
idea of his sound convincingly real. We hope 
he hasn't been spoofing us. 

In his latest book, Work in Progress, of 
which only parts have been published, he plays 
with the French poet Mallarme's theory that 
poetry is written, not with thoughts, but with 
words. The words should be so arranged as to 
convey by their sound, not by their sense, a 
picture and a mood. The result is apparently 
nonsensical: a punctuationless series of words 
and phrases in every jargon under the sun, 
tag-ends of Biblical phraseology and rag-ends 
of Irish slang, sweepings of the gutter and 
exquisite poetry; but when the book is read 
aloud the sound of the words evokes visions 
of waterfalls, of trees, of the sea. 

The ultimate purpose of such writing, which 
can give pleasure only to those peculiarly sensi- 
tive to words, lies with the future. It is pioneer 
work, and consequently experimental and pro- 
visional. In many ways, therefore, Joyce Is 
just a journalist, not an artist. However, he 
has given a lead to younger authors in Ulysses, 
and he has given them also a mine of material 
and a fund of suggestions. His work, there- 
fore, it not to be dismissed as easily as some 
critics try to dismiss it.

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University's duty to assume respon- 
sibility for the physical education 
and athletic welfare of the students, 
and that this burden should be 
lifted from the students as soon as 
it is financially possible. 

(2) Excursions, Rallies, Park 
Slide Nights. It is only through 
the promotion of these activities 
that students who are unable to 
compete actively in sports may par- 
ticipate in the athletic life of the 
University. These must continue to 
be an integral part of our athletic 
program. 

(3) Intra-mural Sports. Last 
year the intra-mural program was 
augmented by the addition of soft- 
ball to the Fall Schedule. Too much 
attention cannot be given to the 
organization and proper supervision 
of an extensive schedule including 
tennis, track, baseball, hockey, bas- 
ketball, swimming, etc. 

At some colleges inter-faculty 
sport is the most important part of 
the Athletic Programme. Much 
more emphasis should be placed 
on it here, and, if properly organ- 
ized, it could be used as a stepping- 
stone to intercollegiate teams. 

(4) Skiing, Skiing was not in- 
cluded in the above because of its 
importance. It is only in the last 
few years that it has received pro- 
per recognition at McGill. Inter- 
faculty competitions in this sport 
should be further extended. Efforts 
should be made to obtain ski in- 
structors who will be available to 
all. 

(5) . Gymnasium. Anyone who 
has considered this problem knows 
that the greatest stumbling-block in 
our athletic administration is the 
lack of adequate athletic facilities. 
We all realize that enthusiasm alone 
cannot build a gymnasium. But 
student opinion, properly express- 
ed, will certainly do much to im- 
press upon the responsible parties 
the fact that the need for a gym is 
becoming more and more acute 
every year. 

Thus, I have outlined a few of 
the major problems that I think 
should be considered next year, 
and, if elected, I shall use my ener 
gy and what experience I have had 
to see that they receive due atten- 
tion.

•who was not a member of the 
Council be asked to undertake the 
management of this project. This 
■was done and his programme and 
efforts have fully justified this ap- 
pointment. A further step in the 
extension of Council responsibility 
was taken when the Council adopt- 
ed the Social Activities Committee's 
report. 

I would therefore advocate, at 
the discretion of the Council, the 
extension of responsibility to indi- 
viduals and groups within the stu- 
dent body as I believe it would in- 
crease the Productive Power of the 
Council. 

(7) Mid-Term Examinations. 

It would be a very sound idea 
to hold the mid-term examinations 
before the Christmas holidays. This 
would eliminate pre-exam. worries 
during the holidays; enable those 
who had no exams, to go home a 
week earlier, and tend to give a 
greater continuity to activities dur- 
ing the second term. I am indebted 
to a Daily editorial for this clause 
which I am taking the liberty of 
including in my platform. 

I believe the Student's Council 
should co-operate with the staff 
and interested students in bringing 
about this and similar improve- 
ments in the arrangement ' of 
courses. 

(8) Financial Campaigns. 

I believe that the student body 
should not be subjected to Indis- 
criminate financial canvassing. 

(9) Recent Campus Issues. 

My stand on the two major issues 
that have been brought up on the 
Campus this year was, and still is: 
S.C.M. Strathcona Hall gives cer- 
tain material advantages to McGill 
students; (a) it provides a place of 
residence for out-of-town students; 
(b) it operates the Pit and (c) it 
offers accommodation to various 
student clubs and societies. For 
these services to the student body 
I believe they should be allowed 
a private financial canvass amongst 
their supporters. 

Freedom of Speech. I believe 
that freedom of speech should be 
upheld in the University. My re- 



cent motion, presented at the 
Student's Society meeting on 
February 21st, advocated obtaining 
this end through an appeal by the 
Council to Quebec and Ottawa, and 
by action on the part of the Uni- 
versity authorities. 
STUDENTS' ATHLETIC COUNCIL. 

(1) I would strongly recommend 
to the above Council and to the 
Athletic Board that a greater em- 
phasis be placed on interfaculty 
athletics. At the present time the 
whole set-up is Slip-Shod. The 
faculty athletic managers are work- 
ing under great handicaps. There 
fore, as this is the only means 
whereby the majority of students 
can indulge in competitive sports 
and physical exercise, more 
adequate planning and supervision 
of interfaculty athletic schedules 
must be undertaken. 

(2) Gymnasium. 
I believe that the need for a 

Gymnasium should again be 
brought before the Governors of 
the University. 

(3) Molson Stadium. 
I believe that any construction 

programme undertaken by the 
Athletics Board should consider an 
improvement in the sealing facili- 
ties for students. The seating 
capacity should be enlarged and 
made less exposed. 

Thus briefly I have endeavoured 
to give a few ideas on how to 
extend student administration and 
increase the productive power of 
the Council. If I am elected I shall 
carry out the wishes of the 
Student's Council in a democratic 
manner, 

I wish to thank the Daily for 
the privilege of presenting this 
platform to the students.

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there. Interminable delay can be 
caused by appeals to the Privy 
Council, during which time the 
edict remains in force as an instru- 
ment to stifle the voices of those 
who would fight it. In that event- 
uality, wc would have the anomaly 
of the Students' Society obeying an 
illegal injunction, while the deci- 
sion of the highest court in the 
land was being hamstrung. 

.;. 

It is clear, then, that the fight on 
the Padlock Ukase must go on 
unabated. That is one way in which 
the students can show that their 
last meeting was not merely so 
much sound and fury. While the 
legal steps are being taken, as I 
trust they are, to have this edict 
voided, the issue must be kept in 
the foreground consistently. 

The cry must be in the spirit of 
Cato's: "The Padlock Ukase must 
go!" Make it a daily editorial 
caption to vie with the Star's gem 
"A Nation's Health, etc." Say it in 
your prayers, shout it from the roof- 
tops, sing it and swing it, write it 
and read it, and perhaps eventually 
they will get the idea in Quebec. 
Judging from the temper of the 
Alberta decisions, there is little 
doubt that the Supreme Court will 
eventually invalidate the Padlock 
Ukase as it this past Friday invali- 
dated the Alberta Press Gag Law. 
That will be the first important step 
in the campaign for restoring de- 
mocracy to its rightful place in our 
province. 



DISALLOWANCE BY

organization of the Dominion. Thry 
have a tendency to nullify the 
political rights of the inhabitants 
of Alberta, as citizens of Canada, 
and cannot be considered as dealing 
with matters purely private and 
local in that province. 

"The Federal Parliament is the 
sole authority to curtail, if deemed 
expedient and in the public inter- 
est, the freedom of the press and 
the equal rights in that respect of 
all citizens throughout the Do- 
minion. These subjects were mat- 
ters of criminal law before Confed- 
eration, have been recognized by 
Parliament as criminal matters and 
have been expressly dealt with by 
the Criminal Code. 

"No province has the power to 
reduce in that province the politi- 
cal rights of its citizens as com- 
pared with those enjoyed by the 
citizens of oilier provinces of 
Canada. 

"Moreover, citizens oulsidc the 
Province of Alberta have a vital 
interest in having full information 
and comment, favorable and un- 
favorable, regarding the policy of 
the Alberta Government and con- 
cerning rights in that province 
which would, in the ordinary- 
course, he the subject of Albetta 
newspapers' news items and arti- 
cles."

KEEP INDUSTRY HUMMING. ..MEN AT WORM.. 
PRODUCTION AT ITS PEAK 




Ezra Hawkins, timekeeper, was an important official 
on [occasions. When the machinery Broke down, it 
was his job to advise the men that there would be 
no work — and no wages — for a few hours, a few 
days, maybe a few weeks.
